COMPANY.

In the case oí Robert Purcell, a minor, 
suing by his father, Robert Purcell, of 61 
Paul street, Dublin, against the Dublin 
United Tramways Company (1896), Ltd., an 
application was made on behali of the de- 
fendant company by way of appeal for an 
order setting aside a verdict and judgment 
of Mr, Justice Hanna and a jury last June 
in favour of the plaintiff for £150 damages 
for personal injuries, alleged to have been 
sustained by the plaintiff throngh the negli- 
gence of the defendants’ servants ín the 
management and driving of a tram car at 
Parkgate street on October 28, 1924. 

' PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM. 

The plaintiff had claimed damages laid at 
£2,000 in respect of severe injuries sustained 
on’ the date mentioned when he was return- 
ing home from his father’s plot on a bicycle 
with a bag of potatoes on the handlebar of 
his machine. From the evidence it appeare 
that while riding over the tram track his 
bieyele skidded and he fell on the tram 
track. He alleged that a tram car following 
struck him and dragged him along for some 
distance, inflicting the serious injuries for 
which he claimed damages. 

The defence was a traverse of the cause of 
action, and a plea of contributory negligence 
on the part of the plaintiff. 

Actording to the evidence for the plaintiff, 
it appeared that tho plaintiff was in an un- 
nonscious condition when lifted off the ground 
underneath the car and conveyed to 
Steevens’s Hospital, where he was under 
treatment for a considerable period. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C.; Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Joseph J. Mooney 
(instructed by Messrs. Casey, Clay and 
Collins) appeared for the appellants and 
defendants, .and Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr, 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Sherry (instructed 
by Messrs. Vincent and Beatty) for the re- 
spondent and plaintiff. 

GROUNDS OF APPEAL. 

The grounds of the appeal were that on the 
answers to the fir-t and second part of the 
fourth question left to the jury the verdict 
should have been entered for the defendants; 
that the answers of the jury to the first 
question were against the evidence and the 
weight of evidence, and that there was no 
evidence to support the finding; that the 
answers to the first and fourth questions 
were contradictorv; that tho trial. was mn- 
satisfactory and the jury did not appreciate 
or understand the questions, and the effects 
of the questions put to them by the judge: 
that the learned judge neglected to point out 
to the jury that there was a duty on tife 
plaintiff to take care in passing over the 
right-hand rail of the ingoing tram track, 
and that the judge was wrong in directing 
the jury that if the defendants’ rail was 
défective that was a persistent nogligence 
which lasted all through the occurrence, and 
which rendered the defendants liable whether 
the plaintiff was negligent or not. 

The appellants now sought to have the 
verdict and judgment at the trial set aside 
and judgment entered for them with costs. 

The jury answered the questions put to 
them as follows :— a Ys 

1—Was the right-hand rail of the ingoing 
tram track at the place of the accident in 
such a condition and repair as to be dangerous 
to ordinary traftic!—‘* Yes.” And, if so, was 
the occurrence caused thereby ‘—** Yes.” 

2—Were the brakés of the tramcar in a 
neglected condition T—'' No. 

Was the driver of the tram guilty of 
negligence in driving same’—* Yes.” 

—Was the plaintiff guilty of contributory 
negligence ’—‘* Yes.” f “yes, could the 
driver of the tram, notwithstanding the con- 
tributory negligence of the plaintiff, have 
avoided the occurrence ’—‘* No.”’ 

5—Was it an inevitable accident ?—“ No.” 

The jury assessed the damages at £150, and 
judgment was given for the plaintiff for that 
amount. 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court rose, and the further hearing was 
adjourned till to-day. 


MISSION TO LEPERS. 


£400 FOR DUBLIN SOCIETY. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the matter of the trusts of the will of 
Margaret Fetherstonhaugh, late of 56 Leinster 
road, Rathmines, 

Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by Mr. C. 
J. jon) applied on behalf of the Adelaide 
Hospital, legatees under the will, for a 
declaration that, upon a true construction of 
the will, the sum of £400 was payable to the 
Mission to Lepers, 20 Lincoln place, Dublin, 
on the death of two annuitants, Annie Butler 
and Lizzie Conway; that during the lifetime 
of the two annuitants the income derived from 
the £400 should go the plaintiffs, the Adelaide 
Hospital; and, further, that the trusts of the 
will, so far as they related to the bequest of 
£400, should be administered by the Court. 

The defendants named, in addition to the 
Attorney-General, were Thomas Taylor, 
Kenilworth igh B9 neonate sguare, Dublin, 
and the Rev. Janies Carnegie Mullin, The 
Vicarage, Melton, Stoke-on-Trent, Stafford- 
shire, England, the original executors and 
trustees under the will, and Miss Agnes 
Conyers, Holly Park, Kilcornan, Co. Limerick. 
By her will dated October 13, 1910, the 
deceased woman bequeathed (a) a life annuity 
of £100 per annum to Annie Butler ; (b) a life 
annuity of 860 per annum to Lizzie Conway ; 
(c) the sum of £400 ‘‘to the committee, 
treasurer, or trustees for the time being of 
the *Lepers in India,’’’ the same not to be 
paid until after the death of the survivor of 
the said annuitants.

They had no arrangement with anyone to 
connive at evasion of duty on these cars, and 
they never had. They had no knowledge of 
the values declared for these cars when im- 
ported. He now knew that two sets of 
invoices were sent. They became aware of 
them only when the Customs authorities raised 
queries on these cars. 

When they wanted cars they ordered them 
on printed cards numbered consecutively. The 
Citroén Company asked for that. The next 
step was that they got an invoice from the 
Citroén Company giving their registration 
order number. That was what was called in 
this case ‘‘the sterling invoice.’’ They never 
received any other invoice. They next got a

SERIOUS CHARGE IN 
KERRY CASE.

From Ove Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


TRALEE, Monday. 

At a special. Court in Tralee to-day, belore 
District Justice. Johnson, the hearing was 
commenced of a charge of inciting to murder, 
referred against ex-Brigadier-General Eamon 

oran, of the National Army, residing at 
Bridge street, Tralee. . . i 

The case arose out of a Fianha Fail meet- 
ing held at Knocknagoshe! on 12th September, 
at which the accused, with others, spoke. 

‘The charge was in the following terms :— 
That, at Knocknagoshe!, on the 12th Septem- 
ber, 1927, you did incite divers people to 
commit murder, inasmuch as you did publish 
and advocate that the Guards, the renegades 
of the Free State, deserved the same fate 
as their predecessors, and should get the 
same fate as the “Black and Tans” and 
Auxiliaries, and, farther, that you did nse 
the words. ‘‘I see here to-night a number 
of young men who are prepared to see that 
this is done,’ contrary to Section 4 of the 
24 and 25 Vic., chap. 100; and to common 
law. 

Mr. Liston, State peter, BMMM, and 
Mr. Browne, solicitor, defended, 

The State Solicitor said that free speech 
was one of the things thatethe accused, like 
everybody else, was entitled to, but he was 
not entitled to use words caleulated to 
incite to murder; .and, if the Justice had 
evidence that the words quoted in the charge 
were used by the aceused, he had no option 
but to send him forward for trial. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S EVIDENCE. | 

Superintendent MecNulty gave evidence in 
support of the charge. e went, with other 
Guards, on special duty to Knocknagoshel, 
and when that duty was déne a political 
meeting was held, which was addressed by 
Father Galvin, Mr. Tuohy, Mr. Horan, the 
accused, and Mr. Murphy, Killarney. The 
aceused, in his speech, referred to a certain 
cotabination in the Government, and then 
referred to the Guards as. the renegades of 
the Free’ State; that they deserved the 
same fate as their predecessors, and should 
get the same fate as the ‘‘ Black and Tans”’ 
and the Auxiliaries. The witness and In- 
spector. O'Farrell left after the accused used 
the words and wrote them down. at the 
Civic Guard Station. 

In cross-examination he said that they went 
to Knocknagoshel to seize a motor car from 
Father Galvin under a distrass warrant, and 
did not know before leaving Tralee that a 
Fianna Fail meeting was to be held there. 
The execution of the warrant by the local 
Goards, having been previously frustrated, 
he directed Sergeant Farrell to..hold up 
and arrest a man named McGlinn, who, he 
heard, was a member of the irregular orgami: 
sation, and he suspected that he might have 
arms. They seized documents that MeGlinn 
had, but offered them back to a member of 
Fianna Fail Party when they found that 
they were only election literature, 

“UP, THE &.1.C."’ 

He denied having interrupted Mr. 
Tuohy while he was speaking, but 
heard a question put to him. He did 
not shout "“ Up the R.I.C.,”’ or “ What about 
the oath?’ or ‘‘ Where are your gunmen 
now?’ nor did he hear the latter interrup- 
tion. He heard somebody say “Up the 
R.L.C.,” and he told Sergeant Behan to pre- 
vent the interruptions. Detective Lavery was 
there, but the interruptions: were not in his 
voice. He did not hear the interrupter say : 
“I am Leahy from Knocknagoshel.”’ He re- 
membered Mr. Tuohy saying something about 
himself, but did not hear him say: “ This is 
my friend Mr. McNulty, of Tralee, who is 
interrupting and endeavouring to create 
trouble." He heard Mr. Tuohy referring to 
him as “a young puppy.’’ He did lean on 
the motor from which Mr. Tuohy was speak: 
ing. He saw a flash-lamp flashed in the 
direction of the car and the light was flashed 
on him. He shouted “ Put out that light.” 
He did not endeavour to seize the flash- 
lamp, but “endeavoured to lower the light. 
He did not struggle to get possession of the 
flash-lamp. He did not wish to be put in the 
limelight after being described by the speaker 
as a young puppy. He knew of no reason 
why Mr. Tuohy should have referred to him 
in that way, but he had done so at previous 
meetings. 

He had no altercation with any member of 
the crowd. He had no revolver that night 
and did not carry a revolver. He did not 
see anybody produce a revolver at that meet- 
ing. After the flashtamp incident he went 
to the edge of the crowd, but did not go to 
the Guards’ station then, but went to take a 
note of what the accused (Mr. Horan) said. 
It was absolutely untrue to suggest that his 
conduct was so provocative at the meeting 
that he was pulled to the outskirts of the 
crowd by his own people. He did not 
brutally assault an old man named Savage at 
a meeting in Castleisland in June. He pushed 
him. 
position. He did not believe, if Horan’s full 
speech were published, a different complexion 
could be placed on it. He did not hear 
Horan say: “lí the Guards and the C.I.D. 
followed in the footsteps of the R.I.C. and 
the ‘ Black and Tans,’ and incidents like 
what had occurred there that night had 
happened in a remote district in the darkness, 
nobody could foresee the consequences.” 
Horan never used those words. The witness 
agreed with Mr. Browne that a Guard had 
no right to interrupt a public meeting. 

FURTHER EVIDENCE. 

Inspector O'Reilly corroborated the evi- 
dence of the Superintendent as to the words 
used by Horan, and in cross-examination 
said that he heard Tuohy say: ‘* This is my 
friend Mr. McNulty, from Tralee, and this is 
a nice sample of a young puppy to whom 
the enforcement of the Public Safety Act is 
entrusted.’’ The witness would not say that 
Tuohy alleged that Superintendent McNulty 
had interrupted him. 

Sergeants Farrell, Tralee, and Behan, 
Castleisland, and two civilians named “hemas 
Heffernan and Daniel O'Connor, both of 
Knocknagoshel, swore to having heard Horan 
use the words charged against him. All of 
them denied that Superintendent McNulty 
interrupted or heckled Mr. Tuohy, 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until to-morrow,

Walter “Gieseking, who gave the first of 
this season's recitals of cuamber music for 
the Royal Dublin Society, had been spoken 
of beforehand as an exponent of Bach. Now 
that is a rather doubttul compliment, having 
something of the sweet malice of the saying, 
in social life, that a man ‘‘ means well.” 

The programmes offered by Giesoking yes- 
terday, aiid his performance of them, put the 
matter in a fairer light, It is more correct 
to say that Gieseking is a master pianist, 
who has not made the mistake of forgetting 
Bach. On his afternoon’s work he has equai 
right to note as exponent of Schumann and 
as exponent of the modern I rench impres- 
sionists, Debussy and Ravel; and it was 
easy to believe that at the evening recital 
he was going to show himself no less sound 
in Beethoven, in Chopin, and in Scriabine 
mitisic. 

If, being an artist who will utter nothing 
that he cannot utter with distinction, he gives 
distinction to clavicord music of Bach, which 
few pianists attempt to utter in any fashion, 
let him not on that account suffer the limita- 
tion of being labelled an exponent of Bach.

ALL IRISH SPEAKERS. 

In Kilgallin every man, woman and 
child use the Gaelic as the medium of 
intercourse, but many speak English as 
well. 

The holdings of five or six acres are 
uneconomic, and the peasants have to eke 
out an existence by fishing. They are an 
exceedingly hard-working community, and 
have done everything possible to improve 
their conditions. The holdings are neatly 
fenced. 

The people do not handle much money ; 
in fact they see very little except what 
they receive from relatives in America. 
They “run” bills with the shopkeepers 
during the year, and pay off their debts 
when they receive the money orders from 
America at Christmas time. The amount 
of money received in this way is from £10 
to £20 a house, according to the number 
of sons and daughters who are in the 
United States. 

There always will be emigration from 
this area because” there is nothing in pros- 
pect for many of the young people. 


LOST INDUSTRIES. 

The privation has been accentuated by 
the closing down of the lace-making and 
butter industries. The lace industry was 
started about fifteen years ago by the Rev. 
Canon Hegarty, P.P., of Belmullet, who 
ut that time was parish priest of Augh- 
vore. In Poulathomas, which was the 
chief centre (there were other dépéts 
throughout the parish), it was estimated 
that £20,000 went every year to those 
engaged in the industry. 

During the European War lace- makinz 
got a set-back, but to replace. it’ there 
came ‘the button-making industry. With 
the-German trade closed down, there .was 
a. great demand for buttons, and in Erris 
women and children found 
The people of the

many men, 
work in the industry. 
district earned more wages 
‘before-in their history. 

In 1919 the demand bégan to slacken, 
partly because of changing fashions and 
partly because the Germans recaptured 
the trade. Employment in Erris on 
button-making ‘virtually ceased in 1920. 

When “jumpers became fashionable 
there came a chance for the womenfolk. 
A certain amount of employment was 
given to the women in Eris, but the 
numbers were small, and when the tariff 
was introduced on silk. the struggling

WHAT CAN BE DONE. 

The task of relieving the needs of the 
people of Erris presents many difficulties. 
I tried to get some suggestion as to how 
the problem could “be faced, and the 
opinion was expressed that an attempt to 
meet the situation by temporary monetary. 
relief would only leave things worse than 
before. What is needed is an effort to 
develop in these people a spirit of self- 
help. . An .efíort should be made to get 
them to fence and drain their holdings, 
dnd, where possible, to reclaim land. 
Moreover, suitable industries should be 
started, and for the district. the egg and 
pig trade are most suitable. Neither of 
these is anything like so well developed 
as it ought to be.

The floods are apparently subsiding every- 
where in New England, except in Connecticut 
and around Springfield, in . Massachusetts, 
near the Connecticut border. The taciturn, 
self-reliant. Vermonters, rejecting all but the 
minimtim of help. from others, are hard at 
work clearing mud and 4débris from their 
houses in Montpeiier,, Barre White, River 
function and other, towns “on the Winooski 
aud Connecticut Rivers, and burying. their 
dead. Of more than 150 wiotims of the floods, 
whose bodies have thus far been recovered, 
86 died in, the Winooski. Valley alone. 

“The chief anxiety now. is for Hartford, 
the capital of Connecticut; and for East Hart- 
ford, across the river.. There the swollen 
Connecticut is rapidly rising to the thirty-feet 
stage. If it reaches that Novel the gas, the 
electric light. and power plants, and the tele- 
phone systerf will bé put ont of operation 

East Hartford, Whethersfield,:and part of 
‘Hartford already ate flooded. _ Hundreds of 
families have been forced from their houses. 
The backing up 6f thé sewage into the towns 
has aroused grave apprehension, and- every 
available pump in Hartford is being used- to 
combat it; but while the river contintes to 
rise it is a losing ‘fight. | 

Lower down the: Contecticut the flood 
menace is slight, because the river widens 
rapidly as it. nears Long Island Sound, but 
above the Massachusetts boundary, in and 
afound Springsfield, where «ix thousand 
People already are. homeless, there is still 
the fear of a new inundation. This will come 
‘only if the dam at Holyoke; still farther up 
the Connecticut, breaks ;' but as the crest of 
the flood already has passed down river the 
fear is not so great now as it was yesterday, 
though there, is still an enormous volume of 
water spilling over the dam. 

CANADIAN DAMAGE FXCEEDS FIRST 
ESTIMATE.

With the rivers returning to their normal 
levels and a drying sun, conditions are im- 
proving in the Eastern townships of Quebec.

LEGISLATIVE GOMMITTEE'S CASE. 

Sir. John Simon said that the grounds. on 
which Sir William Haynes-Smith proceeded 
Were thatthe measure was not passed by the 
Church Assembly within the meaning of the 
Church of -England. Assembly ‘Powers Act, 
1919, and that it was not passed by: the 
Church Assembly in accordance with the 
requirements of their Constitution, in that it 
was never debated by each House sitting 
separately.

PRESS MUST BE GAELIC 
OR PERISH, 


The inaugural meeting of the Trinity College, 
Dublin; Gaelic Society was held yesterday in 
the Regent House of the College. On the 
Piaace were the. Provost, Professor 
)Rahilly, Mr. Ernest Blythe, and Mr. 
M, H. J. Brunicardi- . 

For his -inaugural address, Mr. W. F. 
D'Arcy, Auditor; took the subject, “The 
Power of the Press.” The daily newspaper, 
Mr. D'Arcy styled the badge civilisation, 
“In progressive countries,” he ‘said, ‘the 
daily newspaper is the rule; in primitive 
countries. itis the exception. It may be said 
partly to léad and partly to follow the ad- 
vance of a country, and in the amelioration 
of the conditions of civilisation the modern 
ae has greatest cause to congratulate 
itself,” 

Turning to the Press of our own country 
Mr. D’Arey said that whatever may be said 
of the Press of other countries, al) henour 
must he paid to the Irish. Press that it has 
never outraged the canens of decency. and 
good taste. Great Britain has had to legis- 
ate for her Préss. Ireland, though she may 
have to - legislate. to prevent some journals 
from ‘entering, will not have to legislate for 
arty papers published within her territory. 
Whatever faults the Irish Press may possess, 
atid uhdoubtedly it; has. some, it cannot be 
challenged from the point of public morality. 
THE REVIVAL OF IRISH GULTURE. 

It is in the light of being a fount of culture 
to the average man that the Press of Íreland 
is important to-day. To-day there is an at- 
tempt being made at. the revival of Irish eul- 
ture throughout our country. The great pro- 
blem. in this revival is how to get in touch 
with the mass of the people, and to get them 
interested. A great resource for getting in 
contact with the mass of the nation is the 
daily Press. 

A fashion has grown up recently of adopt- 
ing a cynical attitude towards [Irish culture. 
This attitude must be met and fought before 
it pervades the entire people. To-day we have 
in the daily newspaper a weapon of the 
strength of ~which bygone days had not the 
faintest conception. e question of the Trish 
daily newspapers having [rish culture evident 
in their columns is a vital one. If the Trish 
revival is a failure, one of the causes con- 
tributing to its failure will be the Irish 
Press, 

THE INFLUENCE OF THE PRESS. 

Up to the present the Irish daily Press had 
done little to encourage this revival. One 

reat. daily newspaper gives a’ sub-leader. in 
rish, but that seems to be all that is done 
by the Irish Press to ono an intelligent 
nterest in Irish” culture. he Press may’ 
plead with some truth that the Ireland of to- 
day is materialistic. But let it remember that 
it is almost the only means left to implant an 
Irish culture in the-nation. If it fails the 
dream of an Irish Ireland is over, ‘‘ The ~~ 
is mightier than the sword,” The sword hes 
given, us freedom, Shall the pen fail in the 
greater task—that of giving us an Irish fre- 
land, tolerant of other cultures, but with a 
distinct culture of her .own! : 

Mr, Ernest. Blythe, speaking in Irish, 
said :—Í hope it will not be lorg - before 
papers such’ as we have heard read to-day 
can he -read to thig Society in the Ivish 
language, and I hope it will not be long 
before most of these societies are bigger and 
the strength of the Society in this Cullage 
much increased, — The revival of the Iris 
language is. now..not a eae sa of doubt or 
controversy, The country has made up its 
mind. The work of revival and extension has 
heen taken tip arid will be carried through. 
Those’ who opposed it, institutions or indl- 
viduals, will opposé it ineffectually,- aud will 
not succeed in delaying the work, but will 
only injure themselves: Those who pull with 
the stream, instead of pulling against. the 
stream, will not only be doing good for the 
country, but good for themselves. 

NO NATIONAL FUTURE WITHOUT 


IRISH, ' 

Very nearly all the. members of the Dail 
believe there is no, national future for this 
country if the Irish language is not to be 
revived: We believe everything suffered for 
Irish freedom .would have been suffered im: 
vain if the language were allowed to die out. 
It will not be allowed to die out, nor will 
any effort be spared to ensure that it 1s pre- 
served throughout the country. Every en- 
couragement will be given in the districts 
where it is not spoken for it to be taken 
up and spoken, as the national language 
should be spoken. 

I hope that in this College and in every 
other educational institution we will have the 
most hearty co-operation in carrying out this 
plan, which is most essential to the future of 
the country, and upen which the great 
majority of the people of the country is ab- 
solutely steadfast and determined. 

THE DEVELOPMENT OF WIRELESS. 

I am not sure, he continued, speaking in 
English, that it is not too easy to have an 
exaggerated idea about the power of the 
Press. No doubt, if all the papers of a 
country were owned by the same company 
and written ‘by people of the same ideas, the 
power of the existing newspapers would be 
almost limitless, Papers, however, are owned 
by people of different ideas and outlook; the 
staffs have their own ideas and +their.own 
standards, and both are influenced by current 
ideas. 

The development of wireless is going to 
have an influence on most of the daily papers. 
I am inclined to think that the time will 
come when the broadcasting of news will be 
one of the most important functions of the 
broadcasting stations. 

In the matter of the Irish language I think 
the local newspapers particularly will be able 
to play an important part. . I think the Irish 
newspapers have, perhaps, not quite realised 
the situation in the country. If that is so, 
they are no different from anybody else. All 
of us have found it difficult to realise the 
entirely new situation brought about by the 
setting op of a hational Government here, 
and the control of the destinies of the 
country by the people of the country. 

Mr. Blythe then proposed a vote of- thanks 
to Mr. D'Arcy for his address. 

EVERY PRESSMAN HIS OWN CENSOR. 

Mr. M. H, 8. Brunicardi, in seconding the 
vote of thanks, said the address gave a very 
good survey of a controversial question. A 
point, he said, that is often raised is whether 
the power of the Press is for good or for 
evil, and it has been suggested that the Press 
should have a censorship from the point of

Ireland, read a paper on 
Engineering in Ireland. as the sub- 
ject of his presidential address at the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, last 
night. 

‘The President thanked the members for 
the honour that they had conferred on him 
by electing him te the presidential chair, andj on 
then dealt at some length. with the develop- 
ment of engineering in Ireland from tne, 
year 1700, when, he said, the first move was 
made to impíove the port of Dublin, to the 
present, giving in outline the story of the. 
growth o cer tairis, eanals; railways: and ; 
roads. 

Coming to the Shannon scheme, which, ‘he 
said, having been accepted.and. adopted hy 
the country, must” be treated as an existing 
fact; ‘he «stated that the scheme was one 
which must be carefelly examined and_ 
studied in order. to. see how the greatest 
possible benefits to-the community might be 
derived from it. Thé main features of the 
situation appeared to him to he an authorised 
expenditure of £5,210,000, .invyolving an 
annual charge for. interest, sinking fund, 
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repairs, ~ maintenance, renewals; eite, of 
nearly half a million, an output of some

ELECTRICITY PRICES. 

To induce’ rapid growth of consumption: of 
electricity prices would have to be low, but 
if charges were to be met they could not be 
very low. And, whether charges could, at 
the same time, be low Saal to attract 
consumers, and high enough to pay the annual 
charges, was the problem which the Elec- 
tricity Board would have to solve. He him- 
self thought they could not; that a deficit 
would have to be faced and accepted as the 
wice which the country as a whole would 
bail to pay for the undoubted advantages 
of a widespread and moderately cheap supply 
of electricity.

GAELIC PLAYS AT THE ABBEY 
' THEATRE. 


Last night's performance at the Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin, by the Gaelic Players, 
shewed in the first play, An Mallacht (The 
Curse), by Leon O Broin, a touch of novelty 
as to setting. It was the first production of 
this grim little one-act tragedy, and many 
friend of the Gaelic Players. were interested 
to observe the progress im dramatic craft of 
the author, to A or. energy the Gaelic Players 
owe so much. 

The setting is Poland, during the revolution 
of 1925, and the play turns on the clash 
between an army officer (Muiris O Catháin) 
and a journalist (Leon 0 Broin), who 1s 
married to his sister. The two men are on 
opposite sides, and it ends in their shooting 
each other. There was some obscurity in the 
development oi the plot, which revision of 
the “ book ” would. correct, and there was 
too much talking in a tragic note: a fault to 
which the Gaelic playwrights seem to he 
prone. The weight of the acting fell on the 
women—Mdire Bastabal and Máire Ni 
Shíocháin playing the parts of the wives—and 
there was distinction in the dignity of Máire 
Bastabal’s piteous part as wile of one and 
sister of the other protagonist. The Polish 
setting was quite good. 

The second play was the three-act comedy, 
An tSnaidhm (The Knot}), which has been 
played before, and always gives delight, 
although it is merely unambitious rural 
comedy. There was a change of parts. Maire 
Ni Oisín was perfectly cast for the roguish 
young woman who-plays on the gréed of her 
unwelcome, aristocratic wooer, agreeing to 
marry him, and then making him glad to get 
out of the engagement by telling how she will 
scatter bis wealth, As the wooer, Pol 
() Fearghail was at his best.- He was perfectly 
suited for the part, and he threw himself into 
it. His was as rich a piece of comic acting as 
ever is seen on the’ Abbey boards. 


THE CAPITOL. 


The programme at the Capitol Theatre, 
Dublin, this week is one of the best yet pre- 
sented by the management. In ‘ Barked 
Wire,’ a film adapted from Hall Caine’s 
novel, ‘‘The Woman of Knockaloe,’’ there is 
presented a war picture of a new type; for in 
it one sees very little of actual warfare; it 
is concerned with the agonies of soul endured 
by a patriotic young French {irl who finds 
herself in love with a German prisoner of 
war.

" during the week-end was calm and 
serene, the members of Parliament having 
gone home to rest in peace after~ their’ 
strenuous struggles over the Licensing 
Amending Bill. The fight will be 
resumed to-morrow, but thé result is in-’ 
evitable,, no matter how the Opposition 
storm and strive, and certainly they have 
put ap a notable resistance £6 the Govern. 
‘meit’s proposals, or rather they have 
urged with vigour that further concessions 
should be granted to satisfy their 
demands. Only one*soul was visibly dis- 
turbed during the past few days, and that 
was Sir Dawson Bates, the Minister for 
Home Affairs, who once more expressed his 
fears that, unless the Unionists are alert’ 
to the dangers which threaten, they may 
be submerged in “a Dublin Parliament 
He pointed out that the second reading of 
the bill was only passed by a niajority of 
seven votes, and drew a depressing picture 
of what may happen should the Govern- 
ment be unable to pass the measure. No 
one knows better than Sir Dawson that 
the bill will be passed all right, but it is 
well to make the rank and file feel shivery 
now and again. 


K ICS. 


‘Another speaker, Mr. D. E. Lowry, 
J.P., who presided at Sir Dawson’s meet- 
ing, was also in despondent mood. He 
had a lurid vision of dreadfal things in 
store, oh the presumption that Repub- 
licams are in the majority in the Free 
State, and said that the Ulster people 
might find it necessary to re-form their 
old Ulster Volunteer Force and organise 
as they did prior to 1914. Such mis- 
chiévous suggestions are to be deplored, 
more particularly at a time when both 
the Northern and the Southern Govern- 
ments are confronted with difficult 
domestic problems, and are endeavouring 
to gain each other's. good-will throuch 
emulation in wise and beneficent rule. 
The great masses of the people of the 
North have no sympathy with such piovo- 
cative talk. They know they are pro- 
tected from attack, armed or economic, 
by the British Empire of which they 
form a unit, and any attempt by anyone 
to “sound the alarm ” under these safe 
conditions sávours more of the squeak of 
a cheap @in-whistle than a blast from. the 
brazen trumpet of war. 


A PUZZLING SITUATION. 


The Corporation still continues to dis- 
cuss in private the recommendations of 
the McClure report, and it is difficult to 
understand, from the brief and vaguely 
worded official summaries of the proceed- 
ings, what is being done. In several 
instances paragraphs in the report are 
referred to by members, and no one with- 
out a copy of the document: in front of 
him can understand to what the decisions 
relate. Resolutions, however, were 
passed in various cases to omit all vefer- 
ence to wages and salaries in the reports 
of different committees. One significant 
statement has been made, and it will not 
tend to restore confidence in the Corpora- 
tion. It is recorded in the’ resolutions 
that the Council decided not to take any 
action on the recommendation of the 
Special Committee regarding the relation- 
ship of municipal employés and 
organisations selecting candidates for 
local government. As the matter com- 
plained of constitutes one of the scandals 
which brought the Corporation to its 
present unhappy position, this policy of 
drift appears to be all the more puzzling 
and seems to indicate a curious mentality. 
No reason is given for the decision of 
the Council, and it is likely to give offence 
to the great mass of the ratepayers. 
Candidates are frequently chosen without 
regard for business capacity, the eter- 
mining influences being political and 
selfish considerations. In dealing with 
this subject, the Special Committee in its 
report said that it was a well-known fact 
that a number of political organisations 
in the Wards are dominated by muni- 
cipal employés, with the result that they 
are a menace to good government by in- 
ducing candidates to pledge for them 
unfair wages or unfair advantages at the 
expense of the mass of the citizens. 


A DEPLORABLE SPECTACLE. 


It was further stated that, “in 
nection with the setting up of this very 
committee, we had the deplorable spectacle 
of members of the Council holding reepon- 
sible positions in the commercial life of 
cur city, who stated, after the appoint- 
ment of the committee, that they voted 
against the resolution because they had 
pledged themselves that never, under any 
circumstances, would they vote for the 
reduction of the salary or the wages of a 
Corporation employé.’’ The report went 
on to say that there could be no hope of 
good vovernmen!t in such circumstances 
and recommended that such a state of 
affairs should not be permitted to 
continue. It may well be asked, what 
hope can there be for a Corporation which 
has turned down such sound advice? 

Here there is a case of the servant 
appointing his own master, the employs 
his.own employer, and dictating terms. 
It is little wonder that the McClure Com- 
mittee declared that good government is 
impossible under such conditions. Another 
Significant sign of the times is that 
speakers are getting up here and there 
and denduncing the condemnatory report 
as having brought odium on the city, no 
doubt with a view to ringing down the 
curtain on a most discreditable episode in 
the history of the Corporation. It has 
been said that the hour produces the man, 
but Belfast has not yet found a leader to 
lift it out of the morass into which it has 
been permitied to sink. A Corporation, 
shackled by pledges to its own employés, 
is surely a strange freak amongst, adminis- 
trative bodies. ° 


AN AMBI TIOUS SCHEME. 


The motor recing fraternity in Belfast 
are ambitious,.and have commenced an 
agitation for the holding of the British 
Motor Car Grand Prix, or some similar 
race, in Northern Ireland next year, or 
some other time.

With far- 
seeing vision they recognise the enormous 
possibilities of industria) development, 
should their hopes be realised, while, of 
course, the loyal province would figure 
prominently in the eyes of the world, The 
Ulster Tourist Development Association is 
also interested in the project, and sees in 
it an attraction to bring many thousands 
of visitors from across the Channel to the 
Six Counties. Shipping and transport

TRINITY COLLEGE | MISSION. - 


Trinity College, ‘Dublin, has every 
reason to be proud of its mission in 
Belfast. Founded about fourteen vears 
ago by the College Divinity students,. it 
bas made wonderful progress in one of the 
poorer districts in the Shankill area, and 
the mission is now thoroughly equipped 
for carrying on its work. -A large hall 
has been built, where a numerous con- 
gregation meets regularly, and there are 
rooms for games and various indoor amuse- 
ments, while companies of Gir) Guides 
and troops of Boy Scouts have been 
organised, The mission is being still 
further developed, and during the week- 
end a sale of work was held in the hall 
-for the purpose of raising funds to equi 
the new fecreation grounds at Whenrt- 
field Gardens; a short distance away, the 
site for which was granted by Sir Thomas 
Dixon at the nominal rent of one shilling 
per year. The mission, which is Hidden 
away in a thickly-populated district; is a 
centre of great social activity amongst the 
working classes, and it is now virtually 
self-supporting. The Rev. Mr. Lyndon, 
affectionately described as “the ‘little 
minister’’ by his flock, came from Trinity 
about seven years ago, and laboured in 
the district until he left for the foreign 
mission field some twelve months since, 
his place here being taken by the Rev. H.

With all their little faults and failings, 
domestic quarrellings and public recriimi- 
nations, the people of Belfast have many 
great redeeming qualities, and prominent 
amongst these are charity and considera- 
tion for those in distress, Its splendid 
hospitals are supported by voluntary sul- 
scriptions, and no deserving cause is ever 
neglected. When a call comes for help, 
Nationalist and Unionist, priest and 
parson, Socialist and capitalist, all forget 
for a while their differences, and join 
together in an effort to brighten the lot of 
the poor. This is particularly the 
case With the Coal Fund which was in- 
augurated so tong ago as 1854, a move- 
ment for which the late Father Convery 
and the late Dean Seaver were mainly 
responsible. The Lord Mayor presided at 
the seventy-third anniversary meeting lust 
Friday night in connection with the 
fund, and a subscription list once 
more opened. a handsome amount being 
realised. Last year the sum of £3,350 was 
raised for this purpose, when two 
deliveries of coal were given to over 12,400 
families. Notwithstanding the improved 
conditions of industry, there are still 
many thousands of workless men and 
women on the verge of absolute want, and 
their prospects for the winter are very 
discouraging. Dr. Grierson, Bishop of 
Down, who was present at the meeting, 
said that, on the whole, they were a very 
happy community in Belfast, and, what- 
ever differences thére might be amongst 
them, there was no division the 
question of supporting the coal fund; and 
the Rev. Canon McKinley, of the Roman 
Catholic associated himself with 
what had been done. Thus out of deep 
trouble a bond of sympathy is formed 
between all classes of the citizens. 


LURE OF DISTANT LANDS. 


Mr. John F. Gordon, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Northern Ministry of 
Labour, who recently visited Canada in 
connection with the Government s emigra- 
tion scheme, has been painting rosy 
pictures of the land ot the maple leaf, 
and, no doubt, he is right; but his energies 
would be more wisely directed if he formu- 
lated some project to keep the people at 
home. He described the creat Dominion 
as a land of boundless wealth, with 
immense farms and orchards, a country 
flowing with milk and honey and with 
golden opportunities for the settler deter- 
mined to overcome the difficulties he may 
meet with in a new country. It 
certainly a wonderful land for men with 
some capital, but for the poor Irishman 
with hardly a shilling in his pocket, and 
with limited agricultural knowledge, it is 
a place,where he becomes a hewer of wood 
und a drawer of water. Like the exile of 
old, he would soon be sighing for a glimpse 
of the homeland. - (Canada has its own 
problems, and private advices show that 
hundreds of men whe go there filled with 
hope are glad to work their passages back 
to the old country. Jobs are not so easy 
to obtain as some people flippantly allege, 
and, unless an intending emicrant has 
friends who can fend for him when he 
gets out there, it is better that he should 
struggle along as best he can until better 
times come along. The sun will not 
always be behind dark clouds in Ireland. 


MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


Several concerts were given during the 
week-end, but the musical enthusiasm of 
the people seemed ¢o have evaporated. The 
great English basso, Robert Radford, sang 
to an audience of a few hundred, the 
Wellington Hall being very sparsely 
filled. Organised by the British Broad- 
casting Corporation, the progyamme was 
varied and interesting, and the orchestral 
numbers were artistically rendered by the 
station ofchestra, under the direction of 
Mr. E. Godfrey Brown. The popular 
organ recital on Saturday night was also 
poorly attended, although the musical bill 
of fare was excellent, Lut the concert pro- 
moted by the Lady Mayoress in aid of the 
Barnardo Homes attracted a fairly good 
audience.

When Chinese lev's gof married the lived 
with “their fathers an@ grandfathers, and 
when you have so many women in the same 
family it is hard to keep them quwet—the 
only way is to keep them absolutely, obedient.

Chinese women in the past had no freedom 
whatever; thev lived. their life not for them- 
selves,. but: for their busbands and their 
fathers. Many years ago there was a great 
Chinese scholar, who was remarkable for nis 
filial piety. Even when he was 72 years old 
his parents ‘were still alive, The King heard 
of his scholarship, and offered to make him 
Prime Minister of the country. That old 
man, fearing that he would have to live 
alone if he took the position of Prime 
Minister, and that he would have no time to 
play with his parents, refused to take it. He 
regarded his parents with affection, and the 
parents showed that they were not too old 
to play games with their 72-year-old '' baby.” 
Another aim of education in China was to 
train men and women to be good neighbours 
and good friends, and to settle their disputes 
by contiliation and compromise, and not by 
going to the lawyers and the Courts of law. 
When the arbitrator gave his decision the 
party who #as wrong was asked to give a 
diuner party; they enjoyed a good time to 
gether, they were reconciled and the dispute 
Was at an end. 

POOR SOLDIERS. 

The third aim of education was to 
men and women to become gentlemen anf 
ladies. A gentle lady was a verson who had 
the heart of a child and the head of a grown 
up; who knew what was right and what was 
wrong. China had survived for more thar 
four thousand years; she had seen 
other nations rise ane fall. The 
wale population of China were devoted 
to hard work. They sacrificed their lives 
for their country, and to support their 
parents. That was why they made such poor 
soldiers, and lost every fight with foreign 
countries. For four thousand years the 
Chinese Government was completely divorced 
from the people. ~ The Government would 
do nothing except to collect taxes, and if 
the people paid thei: taxes the Government 
left them alone. The Chinese had no ex- 
perience of Government, and so they were 
poor diplomats and poor politicians. To be 
a good diplomatist you have to be an expert 
liar—(laughter)—but the Chinese always 
mean what they say. When the Chinese 
diplomat has a talk with the representative 
of a foreign country he always tells what 
he has in his heart, and so China was 
al-avs the under dog. A class of foreigners 
came to China with a in one hand 
and a Bible in the other, and another class 
came with machine-guns, ali with the object

intruders the Chinese always lost. 
Foreigners had great privileges in China. If 
they committed a murder the Chinese police 
could not arrest the murderer, because of the 
thing called extra-territoriality. They were 
exempt from Chinese law. What they did 
was to turn the murderer to the foreign 
Consulate, otherwise he would without 
punishment. Foreigners had many conces- 
sions in China.. under which they wore 
independent and separate from Chinese 
administration. Chinese money was used to 
maintain parks, and yet no Chinese, man 
or woman, was. allowed to enter those parks. 
They were not allowed to tax imports by 
more than 5 per cent., and so the Goverh- 
were not to get enough money 
their officials and their standing 
They never got a chance of develop- 
The people worked 
twelve hours a dav a. very low wages. The 
Chinese hoped that som: day the Christian 
foreigner would give over China what 
belongs to China—fhear, hear)—theuw aim 
was ‘China ‘or the Chinese,” Thev were 
not anti-foreigner' but they were against 
foreign domination and foreign explortation.
